Professor Carolyn A. Claiborne BSN,RN, MEd began her career in healthcare as a graduate from the 
Dimmock Vocational Certified Nursing Assistant training program in 1 981 . She continued working at 
Boston University Hospital currently known as Boston Medical Center as a CNA to support her family. 
In 1984 furthering her education in healthcare, she attended the University of Massachusetts with a 
concentration in Psychology. In 1985 Professor Claiborne began studying Theology as a dual major at 
Gordon Conwell Seminary, of which she attributes her inner strength and peace in pursuit of 
"answering the call". She is often referred to as a "professional student" and known as a "Jacqueline of 
all trades". In 1986 Professor Claiborne attended Women's Technical Institute of Boston and received 
a certification as a Biomedical Electronic Technician. Upon graduating she was hired as the first Afro 
American women technician in the BioMed Engineering Maintenance department at the West Roxbury 
Veterans Administration Hospital. 

As a working wife, mother, minister and student; with determination to become a nurse she began her 
prerequisites at Roxbury Community College in 1987. Gradually working to purse her aspirations and 
facing the challenges to achieve her goals. Professor Claiborne shares what she refers to as the 4D 
principle: determination, diligence, discipline and drive as the attributes and attitude to her success. In 
1994 Professor Claiborne devoted her time and energy as a full time student at Laboure' College and 
completed her Associate Degree in Science of Nursing in 1997. Broadening her horizon as a registered 
nurse Professor Claiborne is experienced in the area of hospital, triage, rehab, ambulatory, home care, 
and public health with a specialty in Psychology. She expresses her commitment to care for the well- 
being of others and inspire those who desire to fulfill their goals. 

In 2006 she completed her Bachelor of Sciences in Nursing at Emmanuel College and she began 
working at Roxbury Community College. As an inspirational leader and founder of Restoration 
Ministries In Christ; in 2006 she also received a diploma in Theological Pastoral Care from Boston 
Christian Academy School of Practical Ministry. Furthering her education Professor Claiborne 
attended Cambridge College and completed her Master in Education and Psychology in Counseling 
and Trauma in 201 3. Expanding her work in the community she established Covenant Keepers 
Healthcare Services & Educational Enrichment in 20 11 and currently she is the host of WEZE radio 
broadcast Spiritual Awakening.
